Three Superior Judges will be elected in Alameda county this 


year +o «ucceed Judge Wa^te, Judge Bnwn ar.d Judge Harris. It 
is understood that they will all be candidates to succeed them- 
selves. They should all be re-elected. They have served the peo- 
ple faithfully; they are upright, fearless and able, and they pos- 
sess the public confidence to a rare degree. 


No matter how well qualified other candidates for the judicial 


office may be, there is no substantial reason for a change in the 
personnel of the Superior Bench. When judges have been tried 
on the bench, and their fitness demonstrated to the public satis- 
faction public policy forbids that they should be displaced merely 
to put somebody else in office. It is just that good service should 
be rewarded by the only public recognition that really counts — an 
endorsement at the polls. That is the surest way to get good 
service on the bench. 


In the nature of things a refusal to elect any one of the three 


judges named, would be an expression of disapproval of their 
cuuiac on uie ueiiui. It woum ue equivalent to a vote ol no con- 
fidence. There is no legitimate ground for such a vote. Party 
politics no longer cut a figure in the nomination and election ot 
judicial officers. Judicial candidates appear on the ballot with- 
out a party designation. They are nominated by popular vote, 
the people making their choice from the candidates offering 
themselves for nomination, and after the primary has weeded out 
the list, making a final selection from those remaining in the 
eligible list. It does not make the slightest difference what a 
judge's political convictions may be, so long as he renders judg- 
ments according to the law and the dictates of his conscience. 
If he is honest and capable, he should not be displaced for light 
or transient reasons. That would be to destroy the purpose had 
in view when the judicial office was made non-partisan and the 
selection of judges entirely divorced from partisan activity. As 
good service is the object sought, the argument in favor of re- 
electing Judge Waste, Judge Brown and Judge Harris is invincible. 


By re-electing the three sitting judges every section of the 


county will be represented on the Superior Bench. Judge Waste 
is a citizen of Berkeley, Judge Harris a resident of Pleasanton 
and Judge Brown resides in Oakland. Judge Waste has served 
on the Superior Bench for twelve years. His record is that of a 
just, fair-minded, diligent jurist controlled always by a keen 
sense of his duty to society. His interpretation of the law is 
governed by the ends the law was framed to achieve. On the 
bench he is a model of deportment. 


Of Judge Brown the same is to be said. Having served as 


District Attorney, he was appointed to fill out an unexpired term 
and subsequently re-elected for a full term of six years. He has 
eminently justified public confidence. He is conscientiously in 
sympathy with the beneficient purposes of the law. He strives 
to make the law an instrument for good. 


Judge Harris is a citizen of the highest esteem and a judge 


worthy of implicit confidence. He presides with dignity and 
strives to hold the scales of justice true to balance.
